Democratic control of the senate, 
however, was assured, the probability 
being that it would be increased from 
ten to twelve through the election of 
Roger C. Sullivan in Illinois.

WHITMAN WINS 
OVER GOV. GLYNN 


Republican Elected New 

York Executive — Wads- 
worth Chosen Senator. 
Sulzer Runs Third. 


Whitman, republican, was elected gov- 
ernor of New York today by an esti- 
mated plurality of 110,000 over Martin 
H. Glynn, democrat, the incumbent. 

William Sulzer, impeached as gov- 
ernor and removed from office a year 
ago, running on the prohibition and 
American party tickets, finished third, 
polling, it appears on the face of in- 
complete returns, slightly more than 
100,000 votes. Frederick M. Davenport, 
progressive, ran fourth with approxi- 
mately 50,000 votes. 

James W. Wadsworth, republican, ap- 
pears to have defeated James W. Ger- 
ard, democrat, for the United States 
senate by about 45,000. Bainbridge 
Colby, progressive, was third with a 
vote that probably will not exceed 50,- 
000.

In 4,081 districts out of 5,661 in the 
senate, the vote for governor setood:

Within two hours after the polls 
closed, democratic managers admitted 
defeat for Glynn. They clung to the 
hope, however. that Gerard would be 
elected. Virtually complete returns 
from New York city indicated that 
Glynn will have a plurality of between 
50,000 and 60,000 here, and that Whit- 
man’s up-state lead would be well up- 
wards of 175,000. : 

Approximately two-fifths of the to- 
tal number of districts in Greater New 
York gave Gerard a lead of about 80,- 
000 over Wadsworth, while the latter 
had a 50,000 lead in a little less than 
one-third of the up-state districts. 

Sulzer Men Celebrate. 


Sulver supporters held a celebration 
at his Broadway headquarters when 
they heard that Glynn had been defeat- 
ed. They gave all credit for Whitman's 
victory to their leader. 

“The verdict of the people speaks for 
itself,” said Sulzer. “Without money, 
without newspaper support and with- 
out organization, I have elected Whit- 
man, beaten Glynn and made Roose- 
velt look like 30 cents.” 

Whitman had nothing to say ex- 
|cept that “the result speaks for itself.” 

The only word from Governor Glynn 
was this telegram sent by him to Mr. 
Whitman, sent from Albany: 

“I congratulate you on your victory.” 

Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tam- 
many Hall, admitted defeat of the 
ticket at 9 o’clock. 

“By their vote the electors of the 
state have signified their choice for 
governor,” he said. “There is no more 
to be said, except to wish Mr. Whitman 
a satisfactory and successful admin- 


istration.”

GERMANS CONFESS 
BLUODY BLOCKING 
BY ALLIED BARRIER 


Official Report Isgued in 


Berlin States That Bullets 


and Water Have Proved | 


Too Much For Kaiser’s 
Troops. 


KAISER GOES TO FRONT 
TO ENCOURAGE HIS MEN 


Brunt of Attack Shifted by 
Germans to Ypres Region, 
Where British Forces Are 
Stationed—German Losses 
in Coast Battle Appalling. 


London, November 3.—That' the Ger- 
man army has abandoned its attgmpt 
to hack its ‘way along the Belgian 
coast to Calais is agreed by all the of- 
ficial reports tonight. A combination 
of inundated country, the remnant of 
the Belgian army under King Albert. 
and the activity of the British war- 
ships, seemingly, all contributed 
toward ending the costly struggle. 

A Berlin official report attributes 
the failure of the Germans entirely 
to the flooded state of the country, 
where the water in places is over a 
man’s head; but it declares that Em- 
peror William's army withdrew in good 
order and without losses. 

After nearly three weeks of des- 
perate fighting the brunt of the at- 
tack has shifted to the Ypres region, 
where the English army of Field Mar- 
shal Sir John French, reinforced by 
Indians and territorials, apparently 
must meet another onslaught. To the 
scene of this contemplated battle, ac- 
cording to reports, Emperor William 
has gone to encourage his men. 


BRITONS BORE 
BRUNT OF FIGHT. 


The tremendous German assault at 
Ypres is believed by London observ- 
ers to have been repulsed decisively. 


But this has been at terrible cost to 
the flower of the British army, which 
apparently has suffered as severely as 
did the Belgian forces, which bore the 
first brunt of the sea coast battle. The 
Germans seem to have abandoned the 
left bank of the River Yser. 

The fight has now assumed a stage 


where the Mmvaders’ military observers } 


say soon must begin to fall back on‘ 
entrenched positions unless some prog- 
ress be made. 

Concerning the situation along the 
River Aisne, the reports from Berlin 
and from Paris are sharply contradic- 
tory. The Germans declare they have 
made distinct progress, while the 
French assert that all the violent Ger- 
main assaults have failed completely. 


COUNTER-ATTACK 
WON BY FRENCH. 


The following official communica- 
tion was issued at 11 o'clock tonight: 
“The only advices received this even- 
ing concerns the region at the north-

GERMAN ADMIRAL 
MAKES REPORT. 


Admiral Graf von Snee, commander 
of the German fleet in Pacific waters, 
arrived here this morning and made 
the following report concerning a 
naval engagement with British war- 
ships at sea off Coronel last Sunday 
evening: 

“On Sunday, November 1, between 
6 and 7 o'clock in the evening, dur- 
ing a heavy rain and rough weather 
off Coronel,- we sighted the British 
men-of-war Good Hope, Monmouth 


and Glasgow and the armored cruiser 
Otranto. 


* “An engagement ensued imrmediate- 
ly. All the ships opened a brisk can- 
nonade with all their artillery. 

“The Mommouth was sunk and the 
Good Hope, after a great explosion on 
board, took fire. Her subsequent fate 


is unknown owing to darkness having 
set in. 


“The Glasgow and the Otranto were 
also damaged, but the darkness pre- 
vented our obtaining knowledge of the 
extent of it. 


“Our ships, the Scharnhorst 
Nurnberg, were not damaged. 
Gneisenau had six men wounded. 


rest of our ships also were 
damaged.”’ 


ALL LOST 
ON MONMOUTH. 


Santiago, Chile, November +3.— Al) 
hands are reported to have merished 
when the British cruiser Monmouth 
took her plunge beneath the sea after 
thirty minutes of fighting with the 
Germans off Coronel, according to ad- 
vices received here. 

The battle was terrific while it last- 
ed. As darkness gathered the Good 
Hope seemed to be on fire following 
a terrible burst of flame which seemed 
to indicate that an explosion had oc- 
curred on board. 

The Glasgow is reported to have ar- 
rived in a bad condition in Coronel 
bay. The Otranto escaped to Puerto 
Montt. 

The German ships arrived in Val- 
paraiso today to take on board coal 
and provisions. They will leave to- 
morrow morning, having suffered no 
mishap.

PLACED AT 30,000. 

Havre, France, November 3.—(Via 
Paris.)—An official communication 
given out by the Belgian general staff 
and dated November 2, 9:15 p. m., Says: 

“The enemy has fallen back toward 
the east, abandoning his dead and 
wounded. 

“Our troops are holding 
occupied yesterday. 

“Our advance forces which moved to- 
ward the Yser are finding e@very- 
where signs of a precipitate retreat. 

“A German officer confesses that the 
enemy lost 30,000 men, of whom 10,000 
were killed. 

“Our troops have delivered attacks 
between Dixmude and Noordschoote. 
Between Dixschoote and Zonnebeke the 
situation is unchanged. 

“After violent fighting between 
Zonnebeke and the Lys, the allies main- 
tained their positions, except in the 
environs of Massimes, and at 1 o’clock 
Monday afternoon successfully resumed 
the offensive. South of the River Lys 
no important fighting is reported.” 

The following Belgian official com- 
munication. dated November 2, was 
ziv en out here tonight:

This was revealed today in a cable- 
gram from Ambassador Morgenthau, 
dated Constantinople late Sunday. As- 
surances already had been given by the 
British ambassador that Turks in 
Egypt, as well as the British empire 
generally, would be permitted to leave 
if they desired. The dispatch indicat- 
ed, however, that the American am- 
bassador, who is co-operating with the 
Italian ambassador, in charge of Rus.

“Each assault easily was beaten 
back. 

“During the fightin in this quar- 
ter on the night of the 22d and the 
23d the German losses again were ex- 
tremely heavy. We made over 600 
prisoners and picked up 1,500 dead, 
killed on the latter day alone. 

“On Saturday, October 24, the action 
on our right once more was confined 
to artillery except at night, when the 
Germans pressed on only to .be re- 
pulsed. In the center near <Armen- 
tieres our

with good effect. Against our left 
the German Twenty-seventh corps 
made a violent effort, but with no 
success.

Sunday, October 25, it was our 
take the offensive.

‘Up to the night of Q-tober 25, 
therefore, not only have we maintain- 
ed our position against a great effort 
on the part of the enemy to break 
through to the west or to force us 
back which was started on the 20th, 
but we have on our left passed to 
the offensive.

The Charities is needed. 


The fact that Asa G. Candler is chairman 
of the central committee underwriting the 
campaign is a guarantee of its practicabil- 
ity. There is nothing in the way of lost 
motion, or in- the way of encouraging pau- 
perism, about Asa Candler. He believes in 
helping men to help themselves. And that 
is the guiding spirit of the Associated 
Charities. 

The Associated Charities has taken the 
beggars, or the overwhelming mafority of 
them, off Atlanta’s streets. If it had done 
nothing else it would more than have justi- 
fied itself. The thing has been wrought not 
through cruelty, but through separating 
sham beggars from genuine ones, and he!lp- 
ing the latter to be self-sustaining, where 
they were strong enough. 

The old-fashioned theory of charity used 
to dole out a quarter and forget the beggar. 
That bred pauperism as in a hothouse. The 


. new method followed by the Charities gives 


the quarter if it is needed, but straightway 
starts to put the recipient on a working 
basis. And that’s a big saving to the com- 
munity. : 

For all Atlanta, the Charities has been 
the clearing house for organized philan- 
thropy. Without it, funds given for charity 
go astray, are wasted, misapplied and are as 
seed sown on stony ground. 

Atlanta faces what may be a hard winter. 
It has demonstrat- 
ed its right to support. Every penny sub- 
scribed is a simple business investment. 


REAL INDEPENDENCE. 

A new era and one of genuine independ- 
ence for the farmers of Franklin and Hart 
counties begun recently, when there was 
unloaded at Lavonia a carload of thirty-six 
thoroughbred Hereford bulls and 
from Missouri, consigned to individuals 
throughout these two counties. Cattle men 
say that it takes about four years to “bring 
up” the scrub stock of a community by the 
use of thoroughbred crosses. This means 
that in four years there will be a well estab- 
lished cattle industry in these two counties, 
with its inevitable corollary of corn, oats 
and other cereals. 

A significant feature of this new chapter 
is the motive that inspired it. The dispatch 
describing the event runs to the effect that 
“the people of this section of Georgia have 


‘become sick and tired of buying fertilizers 


to make cotton, to Buy corn, to feed mules, 
to plow cotton and they are going to reverse 
the thing.” | 

That quotation reads like a condensed 
paraphrase of many editorials in which The

CONVENTION OF W. C.T. U. 


The national convention of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance union, which will 
meet in Atlanta November 12 to 18, will 
bring here more than a thousand delegates, 
including many prominent women from 
every section of the United States. It is a 
gathering which will prove typical of the 
culture and refinement of American woman- 
hood. 

One of the most important conventions 
of the yea Atlanta is proud to entertain it. 
For that entertainment certain provision 
must be made. Homes must be secured for 
delegates and money raised for meeting 
essential expenses. The call has been made 
and the ministers of Atlanta are engaged 
in a campaign to provide all the homes pos- 


‘gible and to raise a fund of $3,000 for con- 


vention expenses and entertainment. 

St@pported and directed by the ministers 
whose congregations will do their part, this 
campaign will not be confined to the 
churches. The appeal is directed to the 
general public and contributions in large or 
small sums from those of everv sect and 
creed will be welcomed. Tike week ae ws 0 
entirely non-sectarian both as to member- 
ship and policy; its work is broad in scope 
and within its ranks every denomination is 
included. 

Many Atlantans have already generously 
agreed to open their homes to delegates to 
this convention, but many others are needed. 
Canvassing committees are at work both 
upon the feature of home entertainment 
and for subscriptions to the .expense fund. 
Atlanta’s reputation as a convention city is 
involved in this campaign, and it is not to 
be questioned that Atlanta hospitality will 
prove equal to the occasion. 

The delegates to the Women’s Christian 
Temperance union convention should and 
will be given a cordial welcome and one 
that will prove worthy of Atlanta. 


COVER COTTON WITH COTTON. 


Following the propaganda preached by 
The Constitution, and that has now become 
general throughout the cotton belt, the 
Chamber of Commerce of Greenville, Miss., }. 
has launehed a campaign to encourage the 
substitution of cotton for jute wrappings. 
In resolutions recently passed, it is esti- 
mated that if all the commercial containers 
made this shift there would be an additional 
consumption of 1,500,000 bales annually. 

An interesting feature is that the resolu- 
tions call most’ strongly upon the farmers to 
discard jute for cotton wrapping for their 
cotton. This calls to mind the fact that if 
the movement is to succeed at all it is im- 
peratiye that the farmers and farming inter- 
ests be the first to use cotton rather than 
jute as a wrapping. The men who grow 
cotton or who handle its by-products cannot 
consistently appeal to others to cover their 
packages with cotton, so long as the staple 
itself is covered with jute. Long ago the 
question as to the feasibility of cotton 
wrapping for cotton was tlreshed out and 
demonstrated. It now remains only to press 
home the momentous change itself. The 
Constitution is convinced that if the farmers 
inaugurate the movement they will be 


' quickly followed by other factors. 


The more trade boards throwing their 
influence in this direction the quicker will 
we see the substitution made. And nobody 
doubts that an extra demand for 1,500,000 
bales is worth all the concerted effort the 
south can put forth. 


A: NEEDLESS CONTROVERSY. 


Whether agricultural lime be applied to 
the soil with fertilizer, or separately, has 
supplied the theme for a remarkable contro 
versy between chemists that has been rag- 
ing for weeks in the columns of The Con- 
stitution.

But when the reasons which were regarded 
by the executive officers of the corporation 
as sufficient to justify the reduction are 
understood by the stockholders they will un- 
doubtedly be persuaded that the action was 
wise, and hereafter may lead to results 
which will be gratifying. 

The management of the company consid- 
ered the matter from all points of view be- 
fore reaching a decision. Two factors in 
the situation were demonstrated as thor- 
oughly established—one was the domestic 
trade situation for the past year, or at least 
from the Yirst of January’ until the first of 
August, and the other was the unexpected 
situation created by the continental war in 
Eurepe. 

The domestic situation was thoroughly 
analyzed by the management. There was 
revealed a depression in the domestic iron 
and steel market which had been continued 
for months. There was no outlook even be- 
fore the European war began which furnish- 
ed a vista that showed possibility of im- 
provement. What was disclosed to the man- 
agement was a situation 
described by Charles M. Schwab on the eve 
of his departure for Europe. Nevertheless, 
the domestic situation itself might not have 
led the management to decide upon so great 
a reduction as the one which was voted a 
few days ago. 

The export or foreign situation created 
conditions that were new, unexpected, and 
which could not be analyzed. Of a sudden 
some Of the large customers in foreign lands 
of the products of the company were obliged 
to stop orders. Their markets were closed, 
so that the increasing market for iron and 
steel products in other lands which had been 
counted upon to offset partly at least the 
depression in domestic business is now lost 
for a time, and no one can tell when this 
foreign trade will be revived. 

In the argument recently made by John 
G. Johnson, of Philadelphia, before the 
United States court at Philadelphia in the 
proceedings brought by the government for 
the dissolution of the United States Steel 
corporation, he said, among other things, 
that if the courts decide that the United 
States Steel corporation must be dismember- 
ed this would entail not* only great loss to 
all classes in the country, especially to 
Wage-earners, but would be in the highest 
degree detrimental to business interests of 
the United States. For, after the war of 
Europe is ended, there is to be another war, 
called by Mr. Johnson a war of industry, 
and if the government policy of dismember- 
ing the large corporations is continued then 
the United States will lose the only bulwark 
on which it might depend to stem foreign 
industrial and commercial invasions. 

This statement in part illustrates one of 
the conditions which the management of the 
corporation carefully considered and, having 
done that, reached the decision that it was 
expedient to reduce the dividend. 

' The Foreign Trade. 

Since the organization of the steel cor- 
poration it has been able to enter the for- 
eign markets and command a business which 
was very small before 1900. In a system- 
atic and thorough manner the steel corpo- 
ration ventured into the foreign markets. 
Its exports in ten years aggregated con- 
siderably over a billion dollars in money 
value. The corporation in July of this year 
was planning extensive advances in .the 
foreign market, Its export business had 
served in great measure to make good the 
depression in the domestic trade. It had 
perfected an organization called the foreign 
Sales) department which, in symetry, thor- 
oughness and world-reaching scope, has no 
Superior among the foreign trade organiza- 
tions of the world. 

Among the subjects discussed by the 
management of the corporation was the 
question of the probable duration of the war. 
No satisfactory answer to this question 
could be given. The impression commonly 


held was’ that the duration would be 
long, and that the prediction of Lord 
Kitchener that it would certainly last 


eighteen months would be found to have 
been an accurate prediction. Therefore there 
was a contingency, which was practically a 
certainty, that for a year and a half the 
foreign markets or some of them would be 
practically closed to this corporation. 


Another question was carefully consid- 
ered and discussed. This related to the 
possibility of speedy revival of industries 


by the nations now belligerent after war is 
ended. What would these nations possess 
in the form of capital or credit with which 
to pay for commodities of the kind manu- 
factured by the steel corporation? They 
would have an enormous quantity of old 


| junk; broken down equipment, useless rifles, 


the remains of cannon. They would be com- 
pelled to devote themselves as far as possi- 


‘ble for a time to the production of food and 


also clothing. Some years will probably pass 
before there will be an appreciable revival 
of general industry. This view was not set 
forth as absolutely correct, but it did set 
forth a contingency possible, if not probable, 
which such a corporation as the steel com- 
pany must consider, especially when the 
question of dividends is undertaken. 
" What It Is Earning. * 

A careful analysis of the earnings: of the 
corporation and a thorough study of busi- 
ness conditions, as these were found to ex- 
ist for some time, demonstrated that the 
corporation is earning now sufficient to 
justify the payment of dividends at the rate 
of 2 per cent. Two certainly, probably three, 
of the dividends recently declared were paid 
in part by recourse to the reserve fund. Had 
the dividend at 5 per cent been maintained 
it would have been necessary again to apply 
to the reserve fund for enough to make good 
the difference between the 2 per cent and 
the 5 per cent dividend if that rate were 
maintained. In view of the conditions cre- 
ated by the European war, supplemented as 
these: are by depressed conditions in the 
domestic iron and steel trade, it was with 
urianimity decided that sound business judg- 
ment compelled the reduction of the divi- 
dend so that the rate agreed upon would 
represent actual earnings. 

When discussions were under way which 
led to the organization of the United States 
Steel corporation, Norman B. Ream, who 
then, as now, was one of the commanding 
influences in the company, earnestly argued 
in favor of establishing a reserve fund. Mr. 
Ream stated that, in his opinion, the organ- 
ization of any corporation should, so far as 
the financial feature of it was concerned, be 
so perfected that, in addition to the working 
capital and the capital necessary to furnish 
the funds for the creation of the organiza- 
tion, there would be additional capital, paid 
up, equivalent to 10 per cent of the total 
capitalization. In that way a reserve fund 
Would be provided which would favail to 
make an institution strong, for it would 
provide against any conceivable cmergency. 
Had Mr. Ream’s counsel been fully accepted 
the corporation would have at its organiza- 
tion established a reserve fund fully paid 
up of a million and a half, approximately. 
Mr. Ream’s recommendation was cu, in two, 
so that a reserve fund of seventy-five mil- 
lions was created. It has, several times since 
the organization of the company, enabled 
it to meet the emergencies, and it was the 
source from which two, if not three, recent 
dividends were maintained at the rate of 6 
per cent, although probably not much more 


than 2 per cent was earned. 
Now the corporation makes no further 
inroads into the reserve, but, in view of 


domestic as well as European conditions, it 
has decided to pay for the dividend what 
was earned, and no more. This, it is be- 
lieved, will enable the corporation success- 
fully to cope with any situation which may 
arise in case the courts decide that it is not 
a corporation organized and operated in 
violation of the spirit and intent of the 
Sherman law.

She fills her pag full of frills and fluffs and 


THE SIEGE OF PARIS 


BY GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash.”’ 


Paris has a great many fine points, to 
brag about which the Persian will cheer- 
fully get up hours before breakfast if neces- 
sary. But it has one pre-eminence which is 
not remarked upon with pride even by its 
most loyal inhabitant. It is the largest city 
that has ever been taken by siege. 

In 1870 Paris had nearly 2,000,000 people 
and was surrounded by a row of forts 35 
miles in circumference. It had also a garri- 
son of 400,000 men. thousands of cannon, 
enormous quantities of confidence and 
enough absinthe to last for a year. There- 
fore, when a German army of 250,000 ap- 
peared before the city after wiping up the 
surrounding country with all the Freneh 
armies it could find there was no great ex- 
citement in Paris. It composed obituaries for 
its foes in advance and rushed eut to the 
fortifications to see the fun. 

The French army of 400,000 men was com- 
posed largely of green troops. Tifey were 
magnificent producers of disorder, aud rioted 
on the slightest provocation, but did not pro- 
duce any great mortality among the enemy. 
The German army camped outside of Paris, 
planted guns in the most fertile spots and 
began shooting at the city in a methodical 
manner. The French made sortie after

but invariably ran up against a Ger- 
men foree, which insisted on shooting at the 
brave defenders, thus compelling them to re- 
tire to their bombproofs to avoid serious in- 
juty. The French armies outside of Paris 
surrendered, one by one, and as winter 
closed down it became evident that the siege 
was no joke. 

All through the winter of 1870-71 the two 
million people of Paris, minus those who had 
escaped, and their 400,000 defenders lived on 
horse meat and poodle sausages.. The mag- 
nificent trees of the boulevards were cut 
down for fuel. Gambetta, the cabinet minis- 
ter, escaped by balloon from the city and 
went for help, but the last French army had 
surrendered and on the Ist of March the 
German Uhlans entered Paris. A few days 
later the French enjoyed, their first square 
meal in months and began the siege all over 
again. The National Guards had seized the 
city and the government troops captured it 
after six weeks of fighting. If the French 
troops had not been embarrassed by the 
French National Guards they might have 
done better work against the Germans, but 
the double load was too much to carry. 

Paris is now not only twice as strongly 
fortified, but it has only half the amount of 
confidence which it had in 1870. If = 
again, it would yell less and shoot more.

Much of the seeding has been done 
on cotton fields, the grain being put 
| between the cotton rows. More of this 
| would have been done by this time, it 
is reported by the agents, were the 
cotton growers further along with 
their cotton-picking. They will not 
put in the grain 
rows until the loose cotton has been 
picked, for the reason that the plows 
will drag a good deal of it loose from 
the burs, cover some of it with dirt 
or leave some on the ground, where 
it will be damaged. Those who are 
converting their cotton flelds to grain 
fields in this way are following hard 
after the cotton pickers with grain 
planting, expecting to finish picking | 
the cotton after the sowing. 

Oats, wheat, rye, clover of various 
kinds arrd alfalfa are being put in by 
cotton growers who never before un- 
dertook t@ grow anything of the kind. 
Some difficulty is reported in getting 
the required seed, but the demonstra- 
tion agents are making extra effort 
to get all that is needed. 

The earlier the sowing the better, 
but Dr. Soule says that November- 
sown oats are, as a rule, successful, 
while spring-sown oats, as a rule, are 
not to be relied- upon. He advises the 
farmers to continue to sow cereals all 
during November, and not to be afraid 
of planting too much, 

While the advance in cereal planting 
is gratifying, Dr. Soule says that it 
must not be concluded that anything 
like enough has been sown to mate-. 
rially affect the status of cotton.
